IN OCONEE COUNTY 


Officer and Member of 
Posse Shot in Attempt 
to Arrest Negro Sun- 
day. 


Athens, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Following the shooting of 
John Brown, deputy sheriff of Oco- 
nee county, early Sunday morning 
by Aaron Birdsong, negro, while the 
officer and a posse were attempting to 
arrest him, and the later killing of 
Birdsong by a member of the posse, 
George Lowe and West Hale, two oth- 
er negroes, who were alleged to have 
aided Birdsong in his ‘fight with the 
officers by furnishing him with am- 
munition, were sought out by a mob 
and when found late Sunday after- 
noon were taken to the scene of the 
first shooting and their bodies rid- 
dled with bullets, according to a re- 
port which reached Athens early Mon- 
day. 

Birdsong was wanted by the Oconee 
authorities on a charge of baving en- 
tered the home of a prominent farmer 
Saturday while the latter was in Ath- 
ens and frightening his wife and 
daughter. When Brown went to Bird- 
song’s home to arrest him he resist- 
ed and fired upon him, inflicting 
a wound, He then escaped, and a 
posse was formed. 


Sunday afternoon Birdsong was 
surroudned in @ gulley near Snow’s 
auill, and again put up a fight, wound- 
ing Fred Dooley, a member of the 
posse. He was in turn killed by the 


officers. Dooley was brought to an 
Athens hospital for treatment and is 


said to be seriously wounded. 
Afterwards, it was alleged that 
Lowe and Hale were reported to have 
furnished Birdsong with ammuni- 
tion,

_ San Franciseo, December 5.—A pre- 
liminary hearing was waived by the

GEORGIA CONV 
ROLLS INCREASING 


Number of Prisoners Will 
Show Total of Approxi- 
mately Ten Per Cent 
Greater Than in 1920. 


Increases in the number of prison- 
ers convicted in Georgia in 1921 on 
felony and misdemeanor charges will 
be more than 10 per cent over the 
number convicted in these charges dur- 
ing the previous ,year, according to 
estimates made Saturday at the office 
of the state prison commission. The 
report of the commission for the year 
1921 is now being compiled, and in- 
formation has been received to justify 
an estimate that there is at least 10 
per cent more prisoners confined in 
the state penitentiary and on the 
chain gangs now than at the same 
time last year. 


Fulton county has at present 630 
convicts. Several weeks ago arrange- 
ments were made to take care of the 
increase in the number of convicts in 
this county when the commissioners

ordered six steel convict cages, each 
cage accommodating eighteen men. 
Record Number of Men. 
About ten years ago Fulton at one 
time bad 700 convicts, but that was 
before the legislature passed an act 
distributing felony convicts to the 
counties throughout the state, in ac- 
cordance with the road mileage in 
each county. During the war, the 
camps were almost empty, at some 
times the number in this county 
dwindled to 200. There are more con- 
victs here now than at any other 


time since the passing of the above 
mentioned law. 

This year will show large _  in- 
creases in the number of persons con- 
victed on misdemeanor charges 
throughout the state, according to the 
estimate. It is believed that the mis- 
demeanor convictions will amount al- 
most to twice the number convicted 
on this class of charge last year. A 
misdemeanor conviction carries with 
it a sentence of not more than twelve 
months and a felony conviction carries 
a sentence of more than twelve 
months. 

It was estimated that the total nifm- 
ber of felony and misdemeanor pris- 
oners handled this year will run close 
to 7,000, as compared to about 6,250 
last year. The state penitentiary at 
Milledgeville is virtually filled to ca- 
pacity, while some of the county 
chain gangs of the state are over- 
crowded, according to information 
— to Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick. .

Steed Deprecates Impatience 
While Essential, But Pro- 
saic, Work Proceeds.

The American public at iarge can- 
not be expected to take a »assionate 
interest in these meticulous opera- 
tions. It is, however, so reasonable 
in its beariug towards the conference 
that ‘it may be trusted not to lose 
patience nniess the announcement of 
results is unduly postponed. Specu- 
lation whether the Japanese govern- 
ment will say “yes” at omce, or 
whether it will procrastinate, is a)- 
ready lively among the delegates and 
outside. Harmless though it be, inas- 
much as it is unlikely to affect the 
decision of Tokio, such exercise of 
the wits is futile. 

If Japan wanted to wreck the con- 
ference, she could have done so ere 
this. Consideration of all the essen- 
tial factors encourages belief that she 
does not want to wreck it, but to 
emerge from it with as much prestige 
as possible. The tactics of the Japa- 
nese delegation last week did not en- 
hance the excellent reputation it had 
previously earned. The Tokio govern- 
ment probably understands that use- 
less delay at this stage might cause 
an irritation which Japan can have 
no interest to set up. In estimating 
the probabilities of a given situation, 
it is unwise to predicate shortsight- 
edness in any direction. At the con-

are surrounded by representatives of 
the countries that are Japan’s best 
customers, countries whose economic 
good-will is indispensable to Japanese 
prosperity. Therefore, quite apart 
from the obvious sincerity of impor- 
tant sections of Japanese opinion, 
which favor the cause that the con- 
ference represents, there is no reason 
to assume that the Japanese govern- 
ment will withhold or will seriously 
delay assent to the decisions provision- 
ally taken at Washington. 
Value of Momentum. 

As the work of the conference ap- 
proaches its climax, the value of the 
initial momentum imparted to it by 
Mr. Hughes’ opening statement is 
more fully appreciated. The powerful 
interests that must be affected by the 
limitation of armaments would un- 
doubtedly have taken advantage of a 
slow beginning, or of protracted dis- 
cussions, to organize resistance. 
While the attitude of the largest 
American steel magnates has been in 
every respect admirable, it would be 
asking too much of human nature to 
expect all armament firms in all coun- 
tries to welcome the pr¢spect of a dim- 
inution of their dividends. Moreover, 
the issues at stake in the Washington 
conference were greater than even 
some governments perceived. The fail- 
ure of the American effort to limit 
naval armaments would have been 
tantamount to the bankruptcy of in- 
ternational endeavor to strengthen the 
sense of security among civilized peo- 
ples. The success of the American 
initiative, on the other hand, must 
encourage further attempts to solve 
hard problems by international gath-

New York, December 5.—Acting as 
the mouthpiece of England in America, 
Arthur James Balfour told 1,000 mem- 
bers of the English-Speaking union at 
a banquet at the Waldo:€-Astoria | 
Monday night that the Washington 
arms conference has “certainty of suc- 
cess within its grasp.” 

He voiced the hope that this con- 
ference would be “the prelude to other 


great international actions which 
equal unselfishness,” and praised the 
farsighted statesmanship which 
prompted President Harding and his 
cabinet to bring its results about, 

Following his address, a telegram 
was read from Lloyd-George, in which 
the British premier stated his nation 
has been watching the “brilliant re- 
sult” of the arms parley, and likened) 
its “rapid progress toward great re-' 
sults” to “sunlight piercing an over- 
cast and threatening sky.” 

Balfour was introduced by John W. 
Davis, formerly American ambassador 
to England, who is president of the 
union. 

Speaking earnestly, Balfour “gladly 
admitted” that America had taken the 
lead in a move toward world peace. 
“T am not sure that even Americans 
realize how great is the work that has 
been done,” he said. “Perhaps it is 
the greatest international effort ever 
made, 

“Tt is one thing to feel the necessity 
of doing something, but it is another 
to know how to accomplish it. Those 
who summoned the conference, ar- 
ranged its program and guided its 
proceedings have shown the greatest 
imagination, insight and appreciation 
of the need of sacrifi¢ée. They have 
approached these problems in masterly, 
statesmanlike fashion and certainty of 
success is within their grasp.” 

Referring to the American show- 
down on the first day of the confer- 
ence, Balfour declared Secretary of 
State Hughes’ proposals presented im- 


merely a great statesman, but also a 
great artist.” 

“The president and cabinet,” he as- 
serted, “saw with the intuition of 
genius that if their purpose was to be 
accomplished they must set an exam- 
ple which all would be ashamed not to 
follow.”

The question of a three or four- 
power agreement, to replace the Angio- 
Japanese alliance, is demanding in- 
creased attention among the arms dele- 
gates while they wait for Japan to 
define her position on the navai ratio.

Referring to the apparent deficit 
for 1923, President Harding wrote 
the congress that “ways are provided 
for the relatively easy adjustment 
without added taxation” of the dis- 
crepancy between the income and out- 
go.

The house bill, providing for a debt 
commission, is to be substituted to- 
morrow .by the ‘senate finance com- 
mittee for a measure originally pro- 
posed by the administration, to give 
the secretary of the treasury blanket 


authority in funding the loans. <A 
bipartisan fight against the bill al- 
ready is brewing. Many democrats 
are expected to criticise the bill and 
it was said tonight that they would 
be joined b ya number of repub- 
licans. 

The tariff revision bill, passed last 
summer by the house and laid aside 
by the senate while it passed the 
tax revision measure, is scheduled to 
reach the senate early in January, 
Senator Penrose, republican, Penn- 
sylyania, finance committee chairman, 
stated today.

Watson Appeals to Mel- 


lon Not to Approve the 


Findings of Haynes in 
Savannah Case.

Washington, December 5.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The ex- 
oneration by Commissioner Haynes of 
General Prohibition Agent Hensen as- 
signed to Savannah, of illegal acts in 
recently searching the private home 
of Miss Bessie Garden, alleged, with- 
out warrant, does not stop the fight 
being waged by Senator Watson and 
others for Hensen’s discharge. , It 
now develops that the home or prém- 
ises of Miss Garden was only one of 
several searched, as alleged, without 
warrant, and Senator Watson has 
filed with Commissioner Blair affi- 
davits in three other cases, in one of 
which, that of a man named Toby, of 
Savannah, it is charged that the po- 


lice had to be called to disperse Hen- | 


sen and his deputies. Another in- 
stance is that of searching the home 
of one. Rosendolf, also, it is alleged, 
without warrant, and it is stated that 
in all of these cases not only was no 
liquor found but no evidences of 
liquor having been on the premises. 

The action of Haynes, who dispatch- 
ed Hensen to Savannah, it is 
alleged, is responsible for his empley- 
ment, in whitewashing his employee 
without giving Senator Watson, 
Mayor Stewart or other complainants 
an opportunity to be heard, is de- 
nounced today by Senator Watson as 
unprecedented discourtesy. 

_ Referred to Mellon. 

Georgia’s junior senator according- 
ly has respectfully asked Secretary 
Mellon direct not to approve the find- 
ings of Haynes even in the Garden 
case, leaving the other cases cited 


4as entirely new grounds upon which 


to prosecute the fight for the removal 
of Hensen and against the practice of 
militant searching without warrant 
which is being compldined of from all 
sections of fhe United States. 

Senator Watson's letter to Secre- 
tary Mellon, delivered by special mes- 
senger today, follows: 

“Washington, D. C., December 5, 1921. 
“Hon. Andrew Mellon, secretary of 
treasury, Washington. 

“My Dear Mr. Mellon: Please do 
not pass upon the Hensen case with- 
out giving me an opportunity to be 
heard on it. 

“IT am acting at the instance of the 
mayor of Savannah, Ga., with whom 
the dry enforcement officer has come 
in collision, and which the mayor says 
may bring about bloodshed. 

“The question involved is of na- 
tional importance, and Commissioner 
Haynes does not seem to understand 
that your servant, in your absence 
from your home, cannot give any of- 
ficer the right to search your home 
without a search warrant. The su- 
preme court decided in February, this 
year, that a man’s wife has no right 
to-permit his dwelling to be searched 
withoyug.2 warrant in his absence. 

“T am afraid that Cemmissioner 
Haynes is too ready to subordinate 
all other laws in: his efforts to en- 
force the WiHis-Campbell bill. 

“Respectfully and truly yours, 
(Signed) “THOMAS E. WATSON,” 
Begun to Sizzle. 

The Hensen case, instead of being 
settled, has just begun to sizzle into a 
national issue, and the junior senator 
from Georgia is determined to make 
an example of him, thereby establish- 
ing a national ruling, if the evidence, 
as contained in his various affidavits, 
can be sustained by departmental in- 
vestigation. © 

In the meantime, it is known that 
the friction has already arisen between 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Blair and Prohibition Enforcement 
Haynes, so much so that the Hensen 
incident may precipitate more develop- 
ments along that line. Congress is 
also threatening to take up the ques- 
tion of search ‘without warrant, there 
being, itis alleged, a tendency almost

WHAT THE MASSES WANT. 
President Harding is said to be 
bothered, if not actually disap- 
pointed, by the widespread atten- 
tion that has been given, both in 
America and abroad, to his new 
“association of nations” sugges- 
tion. 
He evidently neither intended 
nor desired that the suggestion 
should have been snapped up and 
exploited as it has been by the 
press and the public of two con- 
tinents; and from all accounts the 
formation of an international as- 
sociation has not as yet been even 
considered by the American dele- 
gation to the arms conference, to 
say nothing of the conference 
‘itself. 

The origin of the proposition, as 
it is explained by a Washington 
correspondent, was as follows: 

President Harding held his regu- 
lar biweekly conference Friday 
with the newspapermen. The lat- 
ter asked questions on various sub- 
jects, one leading up to another. 
In this way the president, appar- 
ently with no previous intention, 
gave voice to his hope that this 
arms gathering might lead to fu- 
ture conferences out of which 
might issue some sort of a work- 
ing association of the world pow- 
ers for the regulation and main- 
tenance of peace. 


Evidently, it appears from this, 
the president had no idea that he 
fwas making news that would set 
the whole world by the ears; but 
the avidity with which the press 
took up his comment and tele- 
graphed and cabled it to the four 
corners of the earth, and with 
which the people read and dis- 
cussed it, is itself highly signifi- 
cant, 

It shows simply what the public 
is thinking about, where its heart 
is, and what it wants, 

It should suggest to the presi- 
dent that the people of America 
consider it high time for him to 
make some sort of a move toward 
fulfillment of his campaign pledge 
in behalf of an association of na- 
tions—which was construed by 
pro-league republicans, without 
correction by him, as a veiled in- 
dorsement of the league of nations 
principle. 

And, as for the people of Europe, 

the acclaim with which his re- 
marks were hailed by them, attests 
their anxiety for permanent peace 
and for American membership in 
an association or league of nations 
intended to insure permanent 
peace. 
It may be that President Har- 
ding did not mean to say what he 
gaid, or, at any rate, that he is not 
pleased with the interpretation 
placed upon what he said; but he, 
the American delegation and the 
armaments conference may wel) 
read a lesson in the effect that 
has been produced, taking it as an 
index to the public mind and an, 
indication of what the masses of 
the civilized world want and de- 
mand.

“If the L. W. Rogers 
company is going to run this thing, 
I’m opposed to it,” he shouted. Mr. 
Hoffman then stated that he had also 
been assured that the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank stands ready to finance 
the building. 

Affidavit Is Offered. 

Exhibiting a paper at this point, 
Alderman Davis declared: “I have 
an affidavit in my hand, and the maker 
is in this council chamber.” He 
asked permission to present it. There 


was a squabble over its permissibility, 
but it was finally admitted. 

The affidavit was signed by R. Y. 
Bergen, seeretary of the Retail Food 
Dealers’ association, and set out that 
Ben W. Padgett had told him that, as 
a representative of the Rogers Grocery 
company, he had been promised his se- 
lection of the best site for the market. 

A speech by Couuncilman R. H. 
Jones, Jr., concluded the debate, He 
characterized the movements to refer 
the market plan as “measures to pasa

considered so that Germany will be bet- | 
ter able, at the end of two or three 
years, to fulfill her reparations of ob- 
ligations, and she then must be pre- 
pared to pay in full a “reasonable in- 
demnity.” 

The whole problem will be formally 
placed before the ‘reparations commis- 


reparation note is received, probably 
at the end of this week. In the mean- 
time, the officials are working hard to 
reach a common plan of action. Nu- 
merous suggestions are under consider- 
ation. One which is receiving consid- 
erable Freneh support involves a writ- 
ten guaranty by Germany that: 

(2) The budget will be balanced; 
(2) no capital shall be exported to for- 
eign ocuntries; (5) there shall be no 
policy of restraining capital in foreign 
countries; (4) the raising of a loan, a 
portion of which is to ga to the repara- 
tions commission; (5) continuation 
and probable increase during the pe- 
riod of delay of payments in kind. 

Allied Control. 

Such a plan would set up an allied 
control commisison in Berlin to super- 
vise budgetary reforms and have 
broad powers to effect other financial 
changes, 

It is declared that there are not 
longer any insurmountable: difficulties 
between the two countries on the rep- 
arations policy. eo representing 
France in Germany,\ who are in a po- 
sition to know the real facts, under- 
stand that Germany cannot meet the 
payments beyond those scheduled for 
January and February, next.-' As to 
these, France is not greatly concerned. 
for, it is asserted, under the allied 


agreement, France is not to receive 


one cent of cash involved in these in- 
stallments. : 

The Associated Press is informed 
that the supreme council probably will 
consider the new situation created at 
a meeting to be held within five or six 
weeks, when France probably will 
make a formal demand for a new 
distribution of the first billion of the 
indemnity paid last August. This will 
be based on the argument that France 
consented to its division between Great 
Britain and Belgium, in the belief that 
Germany would make further pay- 
ments. Now that there is little like- 
lihood of payments for three years 
after February, France feels that she 
should have part of the only cash pay- 
ment received from Germany. . 

Americans for Delay. 


American observers in Europe are 
strong supporters of the plan to grant 
the delay; they have advocated such a 
move for several months, as the best 
means of insuring payment of a sub- 
stantial indemnity to France. They 
contend that a delay’ of three years 
will enable Germany to regain consid- 
erable of her pre-war economic stabili- 
ty, and there would then be no argu- 
ment against her paying a reasonable 
indemnity. 

Reparations observers believe that 
French public opinion will accept the 
new policy with respect to reparation, 
and profess to see it a means of de- 
priving Germany of all arguments 
against the payment of the indemnity.

ork of Pickets 
In Labor Strikes 


Washington, December 5.—Pick- 
eting in connection with a labor 
strike is unjustifiable if carried to 
the point of “importunity and dog- 
ging,” the supreme court ruled to- 
day. 

Decision as to whether specific in- 
stances of picketing come within the 
court’s inhibition must be left for 
determination on the facts in each 
such case, it was declared, but the 
court suggested that pickets . me 
have “the right of observation, %om- 
munication and_ persuasion,” and 
might further be limited to “one rep- 
resentative for each point of ingress 
and. egress.” 

The opinion of the court, which 
was read by Chief Justice Taft, was 
approved by all the assistant justices 
except Mr. Clark, who did not state 
the grounds of his dissent. 

The case arose out of a strike at 
the American Steel Foundries plant 
at Granite City, IIL, where 1,600 
men were normally employed. After 
shutting down it resumed operations 
as an open shop with about 350 men 
about one-half of whom belonged to 
labor unions. The Tri-City Trades 
Council, upon the refusal of the man- 
ager of the plant to negotiate, de- 
clared a strike and distributed pick- 
ets. There was considerable violence 
by the picketers until the courts in- 
tervened and restricted their activi- 
ties.. The council thereupon contest- 
ed the authority of the courts to in- 
terfere with its picketing plan.

On Red-Hot Coals 
To Amuse Prince

_ Bikaner, India, December 5.—A re- 
ligious fire dance was held for the 
Prince of Wales as a part of the pro- 
gram of entertainment given during 
his stay here.

Talks on Boll Weevil. 

Dr. George A. Maloney, govern- 
ment expert, who was the principal 
speaker at the conference, made one 
of the best talks ever heard here on 
the boll weevil. Dr. Maloney has 
had several years of constant study 
in fighting this’ pest, having been 
nasociated with Dr. B. R. Coad, the 
discoverer of calelum arsenate, since 
the organization of the fight by the 
government after the weevil began 
to be disastrous to cotton growing. 

Dr. Maloney sketched briefly the 
various methods tested at Tallulah, 
La., and told how his co-workers 
had tried out every method recom- 
mended to them. Finally after years 
of experimental work he said tlfey 
had evolved the calcium arsenate 
method of dusting the cotton, . .Done 
right, this method will absolutely give 
100 per cent control, Dr. Maloney 
declared. He also said that the 
sweetened molasses mixture will give 
only a measure of control when -the 
season is dry and the cotton small. 
After that stage, the sweetened mix- 
ture is not effective. 

He also paid his respects to th 
various gases and boll weevil tr: 
into which the farmer is being per- 
suaded to put his money in the hone 
of discovering some remedy. Ile 
claimed that these are not economical, 
even were they found to be effer- 
tive. In many cases, where farmers 
have thought to have secured control 
with such materidis, it was fonnd that 
their infestation wag not serious and 
they would have had the same meas- 
ure of control withont the usé of the 
apparatus, said Dr. Maloney. |

HOLMES TRIAL CALLED 
IN HANCOCK COURT 


Sparta, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—When the September ad- 
journed term of Hancock ” superior 
court was formally opened at 10 
o'clock Monday morning by Judge 
James B. Park, Doyle Campbell, so-

Both sides announced ready for 
trial and the work of gptting a panel 
of 48 jurors was bee Attorneys 
for the defense and Petate banking 
department were agreed that persons 
related to officers, directors and stock- 
holders. will be disqualified for jury 
service on the case. It was also 
agreed that all depositors and persons 
related to them are disqualified. 

The jurors’ names will be drawn 
from the jury box at the request of at- 
torneys for both sides. ‘These have 
already been drawn and bailiffs sum- 
moned them this evening to appear 
Wednesday morning at 8:30 o’cloek, 
when the hearing of the case will be 
attempted. 

In drawing the tales jurors it de- 
veloped there are only about 100 
jurors in the box qualified for service 
in the case, and it is likely that many 
of those are also disqualified. 

Solicitor-General Doyle Campbell 
is of the opinion that when the trial 
jury is attempted to be empanelled 
Wednesday morning there will be se 
many disqualifications that a jury can 
not be obtained and that the venue 
will have to be changed to some other 
county, in the Ocmulgee circuit. At- 
torney William H. Burwell, for the 
defense, however, entertains a differ- 
ent view. 

It had been expected that the case 
of embezzlement against John D. Wal-

Atlanta was visited by freezing 
weather Monday morning for the first 
time this fall when the thermometer 
went to 80 degrees, but according to 
Cc. F. Von Herrmann, local weather 
prophet, milder weather is in store for 
the next few days. 

September was one of the hottest 
months yet recorded here, October fol- 
lowed with temperature colder than 
normal;: November enjoyed warmer 
weather than normal, and December 
starts out colder than normal. 

On Monday, December 5, the ther- 
mometer dropped two degrees below 
freezing. Last year in Decembr the 


weather kept above freezing until 
December 18, when the thermometer 
recorded 31 degrees. Then followed 
seven days of freezing weather. 
November was warmer than normal 
by 93 degrees, or an average of 3 
degrees daily. The past month had 
a precipitation of 6.47 inches, or 3.07 
inches above the normal precipitation. 
Furthermore, the month had a wind 
velocity of 11.8 miles per hour, which 
was above the average for the past 42 
years.

Oddly enough the complaint comes 
from players who probably are get- | 
ting more salary in the minor leagues 
than would be paid them in the ma- 
jors, at least for a year or two. It is 
a sign of hope that they really are 
ambitious to advance in the business 
even though they could get more 
money for playing with certain minor 
league clubs. 

There have been instances in the 
past of players of great merit held in 
the minors for many years, proving 
that the thing can be done regardless 
of the drafting rules. The most fla- 
grant, perhaps, was that of Jack Me- 
Carthy, one of the finest outfielders 
and hitters in the history of the sport, 
who was held for nearly ten years at 
Indianapolis when almost any club in 
the National league wanted him. Each 
spring the Cincinnati club, which 
owned the Indianapolis club, ecalled 
him and then sent him back to In- 
dianapolis. Six of his best playing 
years were spent in the minors, and 
when he finally broke out to join the 
Chicago Cubs his best days were over. 


Without troubling about details, it 
is a cinch that he had the most ex- 
perienced team in any college. His 
team averaged in age probably two 
years above any average age of the 
players on Yale, Harvard or Prince- 
ton. There is no argument that the 
average 23-year-old man can ‘eat the 
average 20-year-old man playing any 
athletic game.

The society, -which is named the 
“Fifth District Society: of Dental 
Nurses and Assistants,” was organiz- 
ed in Atlanta one month ago. Its pur- 
pose is to organize the dental assist- 
ants of Atlanta for social purposes 
and education. Meetings are held on 
the second Monday of each month., 
when a dinner is held and assistants’ 
problems discussed. It is probable that 
prominent local dentists also will be 
called upon to address the meetings. 

Although this is probably the first 
organization in Atlanta of the women 
of any profession, it was expressly 
stated by officials of the society that 
the organization is not connected in 
any way with “union” purposes. As 
Mrs. Bachus, president, said in ac- 
cepting the society’s charter, “We 
hope that no one will be so thoughtless 
and so unkind as to call our society 
a union.” 

In her address, Mrs. Bachus also 
gave further information about the 
ideals and purposes of the society. “T 
accept this obaiter™ she said, “in 
behalf of the Fifth District Society 
of Dental Nurses and Assistants, and 
promise that we will always conduct 
ourselves with such dignity and layol- 
ty to the dental profession, and use 
all the influence in our power to pro- 
mote dental progress. 

“We expect our society to increase 
our efficiency. This charter carries 
with it a meaning to us that is hard 
to express in words on this occasion. 
I hope that it will never happen that 
one of us may be so thoughtless as to 


number of hours we have to remain on 
duty, for we offer our services to 
help humanity, and let us hold our 
standards higher than a selfish aim.” 

The question of forming a _ state 
organization, similar to this society, 
was broached at the meeting. It was| 
pointed* out that there is only one 
similar state organization in the 
United States, that in Iowa. 

In the speeches delivered by the 
dentists present, it was declared that 
their women assistants were an ab- 
solute necessity in their work. “They 
have come to stay,” said one. “and 
they will be one of the greatest factors 
in developing oral hygiene and 
prophylaxis.”
